NEW YORK <AP) — Does the 
stock market need a change of 
pace to keep rolling ahead? 
Have investors’ interests been 
centered too long in certain types 
of stocks? 
L. 0. Hooper, analyst for the 
brokerage house, W. E. Hutton & 
Co., thinks so. 
He believes ifs time for more 
attention to be paid to cyclical 
stocks and highly speculative low 
price issues. 
Except for a few issues, insti­ 
tutional quality stocks have been 
carrying the ball, he says, and it 
would seem reasonable to antici­ 
pate that some of the demand for 
quality should spill over into the 
issues involving a higher degree of 
risk. 
Up to now, he continues, such 
things as the steels, coppers, most 
of the machinery issues and most 
of the more speculative lower 
priced issues have been neglected. 
Hooper is of the opinion that 
•ome of the quality issues, espe­ 
cially those with defensive char­ 
acteristics. are beginning to be 


priced at levels where the risk 
level would seem to be far from 
nominal,* 
He cites steel shares as having 
done little recently, partly be­ 
cause fourth quarter production 
and earnings have been a little 
lower than expected, and automo­ 
tive industry demand for steel has 
not been up to earlier expecta­ 
tions. 
But a better feeling has devel­ 
oped in the industry, based part­ 
ly (rn the belief that buyers soon 
will begin to rebuild inventories 
in anticipation of a possible strike 
next year, when wage and con­ 
tract negotiations are scheduled.

Steel Outlook Brighter As Auto Industry Orders Rise 


NEW YORK (U P I)—An unex­ 
pected sharp rise in steel orders 
by the auto industry points to a 
decisive improvement in mill op­ 
erations next month provided the 
rate is sustained, Iron Age maga­ 
zine said Tuesday. 
Until recently, December opera­ 
tions did not look much better 
than November, it said. 
There is little evidence that 
December orders are for inven­ 
tory, the metalworking weekly 
said. Instead indications are that 
steel consumption, particularly by 
the auto industry, has picked up 


sharply. 
The rush to build up inven­ 
tories coupled with increased con­ 
sumption orders has resulted in 
“ quotas” on certain steel prod­ 
ucts, Iron Age said. Some mills 
currently are receiving orders at 
a rate to justify operations from

A new expressway will make it necessary to 
relocate the statue, which was erected by the 
American Medical Association on a hill at the 
Navy Bureau of Medicine and Surgery in Wash­ 
ington. The Navy and the AMA want it moved 
to a small park on Pennsylvania Avenue 
In­ 
terior Secretary Udall, saying he doesn’t want 
to make the avenue an “outdoor Statuary hall,” 
insists it should be sent to Dickinson College, 
Carlisle, Pa, to commemorate Dr. Rush's career 
as sn educator. 
The Udall plan is being denounced as 
federally - instigated “vandalism.” Considering 
that Washington is littered with statues and 
monuments, not all of them artistic triumphs, 
some well-planned eliminations might be bene­ 
ficial. 
Still, the president of the National Academy 
of Design has a point when he insists that 
statues should not be moved on the suggestion 
of “politicians and interested laymen.” Udall 
may be the finest secretary of the interior since 
Seaton, but that doesn’t qualify him as an art 
critic. 
Besides, doesn’t Washington have a Fine 
Arts Commission that is empowered to make 
such decisions?

Kennedy says Is Inspired. 
They are never wrong 
because they never differ from the popular. They 
serve any master who seeks their service; 
I. 
Among those who a re not so pliable are 
many who hold differing principles of life. These 
may range on what is called the Right from lith 
century Liberals who fear the spread of the power 
of government to conservatives who wish to pre­ 
serve the traditions of the country to reactionaries 
to whom all changes are repugnant; and on what 
is called the Left are those who would accelerate 
change and reform at various rates of speed to 
the Communists who would destroy our system of 
life and adopt Marxism. 


When 
President 
Kennedy 
refers 
to 
the 
Right 
E xtrem ists, he could m ean such groups as the John 
Birch Society or the Minutemen who decline to recog­ 
nize the course of events since 1914 and the vast 
changes that have already occurred kl this country. 
They sincerely would like to live in the world as it 
existed when they were born; they would like to 
ignore the drastic social and economic changes that 
have taken place since they were horn. 
They find 
these changes hateful. 
They opposed Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and they refuse to recognize that the New 
Deal did m anage to m ake a violent change in our 
lives. 
President Kennedy finds such groups distasteful 
because they are unrealistic. 
They fail to recognize 
that the 
M arxist 
m ovem ent 
throughout 
the 
world 
altered many of the accepted ways of life. 
Their 
children and grandchildren can describe these changes 
and their effects upon them . 
For instance, they can 
tell their elders that whenever they have to consider 
m arriage, college, careers, any phase of life, they 
m ust consider the prospect of war, the m enace of war, 
the delays that w ar will bring to their lives.

younger generation cannot go back to 1900 
President 
Kennedy 
is 
himself 
of this 
younger 
generation.

They do not quote 
Thorstein Veblen or John Maynard Keynes, but 
they know such names as Martin Ruber and Sydney 
Hook. 
Just as their forbears knew of Howard 
Fast, so today the youngsters know of William 
Buckley. Just as their forbears laughed at God, 
so do they in this period try to discover God. The 
world has changed, as it always changes, from 
generation to generation and only those stand still 
who are blinded and have grown deaf.

speaks of the 
E xtrem e Rightists, he was disclosing the beginnings 
of grey hairs. He is moving to the middle of the road 
and will have to re-think his youth. It comes to all of 
us and when it reaches him. we shall have a stronger 
and more understanding m an.

The 8outh produced a half do sen great 
cavalry tacticians, among whom Nathan 
Bedford Forrest and John Hunt Morgan 
were particularly notable. 
Neither was a 
West Pointer; both were businessmen when 
the war began. 
Morgan, a native of Alabama who picked 
up some military experience In his twenties 
in the Mexican War, had located in Lexing­ 
ton, Ky. He took some time from his busi­ 
ness as the Civil War approached to raise a 
company of riflemen. ("Morgan’s Rifles,” a 
regiment of sharpshooters formed by a 
Virginian, had won renown in the Revolu­ 
tion.) Consequently, in September 1861, the 
later-day Morgan, i.e.. J H., was commis­ 
sioned a captain and given a squadron of 
Rebel cavalry for scouting. 
He earned promotion within a few months 
to colonel of a Kentucky mounted regiment. 
In July 1862, he staged, in timed conjunc­ 
tion with a parallel operation led by For­ 
rest, the first of the far-reaching raids that 
were to give Morgan a satanic reputation in 
the North and reault in his being one of the 
Southern immortals of the war. 
The Morgan activities ars given dramatic 


attention again in a new book, "Morgan's 
Retd," by Allan Keller (Pub. by Bobbs- 
Merriil Co.). Although the grove of tree* 
reached by Pickett in his celebrated charge 
at Gettysburg la generally referred to as 
“high tide of the Confederacy 
the highest 
geographical point reached in the North by 
invaders from the South Ives Beaver Creek, 
Ohio, where Morgan himself reached the 
high point of his career July 26, 1863. 
Keller makes it a high point, too, in re­ 
counting noteworthy episodes in the war.

Aaron Wagman pleaded guilty 
Wednesday to a sweeping indict­ 
ment naming him as a master 
fixer in recent college basketball 
scandals. He could receive sen­ 
tences totaling 370 years and 
fines up to $370,000. 
"Hie move came as a surprise 
at the start of his trial on 37 
counts of bribery and one of con­ 
spiracy. He entered a plea of 
gailty to all. 
Sentencing Set Jan. IO 
Ashen faced as he stood in Gen 
eral Sessions Court, Wagman told 
Judge Joseph A. Sarafite that he 
had been promised nothing by 
anyone as a condition for his 
move. The judge accepted the 
plea and set Jan. IO for sen­ 
tencing. 
There was no indication as to 
what prompted Wagman, who 
gave his occupation as a sales­ 
man. to take the unexpected step. 
Upon his indictment last April, 
Dist. Atty. Frank S. Hogan said 
Wagman had bribed nine players 
of five colleges and universities 
to cut down on their teams’ mar­ 
gins of victory.

Workers president also leads. 
In a keynote address to the 
building trades convention, Hag­ 
gerty 
said 
Keuther’s industrial 
unions and missile makers had 
conspired ‘‘through the presenta­ 
tion of biased testimony’’ to a 
Senate committee in Washington 
last spring to undermine building 
trades work opportunities at mis­ 
sile bases 
“What they are trying to do,’*i 
Haggerty said, “is to take away 
missile site jobs from building 
trades workers and give them to 
induMrial union members at low­ 
er wages whch prevail in fmis­ 
sile* 
manufacuring 
plants. 
No 
wonder the 
employers are on 
their side. 
“If this is the kind of trade un­ 
ion ’morality* which Mr. Reuther 
enjoys orating about, we want no 
part of it."

George Meyers

BALTIMORE (AP) - The head 
of the Communist party in Mar} 
land, 
George A. 
Meyers, 
said 
Wednesday he would defy the gov­ 
ernment’s order to register Thurs­ 
day. 
“For us to register under that 
law,” Meyers said in an inter­ 
view, 
“we’d have to lie, and 
we’re not going to lie for anybody, 
not even for the Department of 
Justice." 
The Supreme Court upheld in 
June by a 5-4 decision the right 
of the government to require the 
Communist party and its mem­ 
bers to register with the attorney 
general. 
The party was to register by 
Nov. 20, but refused. Officers were 
to register by Dec. I, and mem­ 
bers by Dec. 20. The law provides 
for fines up to $10,000 and prison 
terms up to five years for failure 
to comply. 
“We’re not agents of a foreign 
power, and we’re not dedicated to 
the overthrow of the government 
by force and violence ” Meyers 
said. 
He said he doubted if other 
members would register. 
Meyers. 48. was convicted under 
the Smith Act in 1952 and served 
all but six months of a four-year 
sentence. He is a native of Lona­ 
coning. 
“Prosecution or no prosecution.’’ 
Meyers said, “we’re not going to 
cooperate with a damned lie.”
